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More New Investors 

What do typical Americans think of Investment 
in the stocks of the corporations thai provide us with 
our incredible abundance of goods and services? 

A pretty good answer to that question is provided 
by what happened after last January 25th, when a 
plan for Installment buying of stocks went into effect 

Since that time, more than 19,000 of these Month- 
ly Investment Plans have gone into effect. New 
plans are being undertaken at the rate of 100 to 150 
a day. There have been few cancellations, even 
though this can bo done without loss to the investor — 
he gets whatever amount of stock he has paid for. 
And, of great significance, some 90 per cent of the 
pay-as-you-go buyers are new investors, 

It is apparent that the, plan is 'going a great deal 
to change the public attitude toward stocks. For one 
thing, It is demonstrating in practice, not just In 
theory, that brokerage houses want to do business 
■with the small, investor as well as the large. And i^ 
is .showing a steadily increasing number of people', 
most/of them in.the'mpderatesincome brackets, that 
stock ^ownership is'* fdr**the many, not. the few. * 

Another Interesting development" is that several 
companies have inaugurated payroll deduction plans 
for the purchase of stocks on the pay-as-you-go basis 
by employes who wish to do so. Deductions can 
run as low as $3.08 weekly. 

In other words, we're getting more and more 
sound kind of public ownership that is the anti- 
thesis of government ownership or socialism.

Natural Law li Best 

Many learned treatises have been written on the 
theory and 'the practical workings of the law of sup- 
ply and demand. These are often couched in the 
forbidding language of the economists and aren't for 
the layman. But the way that law affects us in our 
daily life can be very simply explained. 

In the last two years" or so the meat Industry has 
provided an exceptionally good example of .the law 
in action. In 1953, the amount of beef that went to 
market was much greater than in 1952. The result 
was that beef prices declined between 10 and 35 per 
cent, depending upon cut and grade. Other meats 
also demonstrated the strong production-price rela- 
tionship that exists. 

Under this natural law, in other words, prices 
lend to rise when the available supplies of any com- 
modity in wide use decline— and they tend to drop 
when the supply increases. This year, at last, there 
are lavish supplies of meat In the markets. And dur- 
ing a recent six-week period wholesale meat prices 
throughout the country dropped an average of 11 
per cent. 

Anything which tends to artificially limit pro- 



dUctlon, or otherwise Interfere with the supply and ' 
demand market, hurts producers and consumers Jn 
the long run, because of resulting shortages. Man 
has not been able to improve on natural economic 
law. >.

7,000 Reasons for Optimism 

,Chaln Store Age "recently dealt, editorially, with 
retailing'* future prospects. It observed; that there 
are 7,000 reasons for optimism! 

Those. 7,000 reasons constitute the-bahy crop that 
is being born each day In this country. The editorial 
said, "As the normal expectancy of every, baby b 
now more than 08 years, this addition ol 2,500,000 to 
our population every year can spell nothing but ex- 
panding demand for consumer goods of every kind,' It 
means continued industrial activity on all fronts, full 
employment at high wages and almost certain pros- 
perity for all who are equipped to, render the service 
our vast population will always need and will be in a 
position to pay for. Only such a world-wide disaster 
as another all-out war could mar this cheering pros- 
pect." 

The editorial then pointed to the big and costly 
expansion programs leading chain store systems .-are 
now carrying on, Other kinds of retailers are follow- 
ing a similar course. To quote directly again, -'Ex- 
perienced business men do not extend their operations 
on a substantial scale unless they are rather sure ;of 
their ground." 

Moreover, this attitude means that we 'will be 
given even better retail service in the future. Those 
"7,000 reasons for optimism" who are born dally will 
be well taken ctfre of so far as retailing is concerned.

Making Money for the Taxpayers . 

For several years three great power, development 
projects have been blocked by advocates of govern- 
ment-owned electric plants (socialism), ' while they' 
cry that our country is short of electricity. Develop- 
ment has been delayed for years on the Snake River in 
Idaho, the Niagara River in New York, and the Coosa 
River in Alabama. In each Instance private compan- 
ies have been ready, able and willing to build the 
necessary power plants Instead of having the govern- 
ment spend upwards of $1,000,000,000 of taxpayers 
money for the projects. At last the dam of opposition 
has been broken in one instance, Congress has cleared 
the way for the Alabama Power Company to Invest 
$100,000,000 for power development on a 100 mile 
stretch of the Coosa River. 

The company will build five new dams, with flood 
control features and provisions for future navigation 
Improvements. The project will produce 360,000 kilo- 
watts. Apparently the people of Alabama got tired 
of waiting for "political". power. Petitions from more, 
than 150 organizations— civic, farm, veteran, local- 
governments — poured Into Alabama congressmen's of- 
fices in support of the proposal. The only delay now 
in going ahead with development is waiting to re- 
ceive a permit from the Federal Power Commission,' 
which was applied for last Fall. Instead of a tax 
exempt federal power plant, Alabama will now have 
a highly taxed private enterprise. Not one penny of 
tax money will be taken from the citizens of all of the 
states to build a power plant for a limited number' of 
customers in one state. Thus docs free enterprise 
make money for the taxpayers.
